On the question whether one section of 
the missionary body working im China ‘is 
more given to unnecessary interference in 
secular affairs than another wo do not 
wish tu dwell here. There ‘can be no 
doubt that what our Shanghai contemporary 
says on the mutter, in the passays quoted 
above, is substantially correct: A leading 
article in a recent number of the Times dis- 
Feusses the same question and comes ‘to the 
siuine conclusion. The Loudon. paper says : 
---" Ithis respect ” (fe. of interference “in 
affairs] “a distinetion must, we believe, be 
established between the missionarics of the 
different Protestant denomination sand those 
of the Roman - Catholic, Chureh.” . The 
Times continues : —* The claims set up by 
“France, and wore recently by Germany as 
“far as Shantung is concerned,. to exercise 
“a peculidr protectorate over. Roman 
“Catholic missionaries, and indirectly even 
“over nutive Roman Cutholies, and the 
“methods by which that protectorate has in 
“certain cases been, exercised, must necess- 
“arily give some colour to the charge that, 
“under. the cloak of religious propa- 
“ganda, political objects hve not -in- 
“trequeitly been pursued and achieved.” 
To a corthiti: extent, the Roman. Catholic 
thiesionnries suffer from a too careful pro- 
tection by the military arm, In cases like 
that described by our ew atow correspondent, 
however, this question is uot involved, and 
it ean only be deemed highly. regrettable 
that such incidents of uncalled-for inter- 
ference by the missionaries themselves ‘ia 
the: entirely non-religious affairs of their 
converts should be ‘so Comparatively tre.

-BRITAIN, BUSSIA, AND INDIA. 


Most peopto bolieve tH&t the. rowl strain and 
danger between the Russian, and British 
ELmpires lies in India,’ The intention of Russia 
to invade Indis has been for generations an 
accepted commonplace, duo probably most of all 
to the idea expresso ia Sir. Honry Rawlinson's 
remark that “sauyone who traces the movements 
of Bassia towards India on tha map of Asia 
cannot fail to bo struck with the resemblance 
which these mowmenta, bear to the operations 
of an army opening parallels against a be- 
leaguered fortress.” This is very true, but it 
wust be reembored, first, that some: of these’ 
movumenis 0% ck « consiterable time, when 
the situation of Russia in the world of politics 
was very'differant from what it is to-day; and 
second, that in many of thesa movewents com- 
mercial developuent was. beyond question the 
chief, if uot thesole, aim—an aim which, be it 
added, results are abundantly justifying. This 
question. of Russia's views with ‘regard ‘to 
“india has been preaent to my mind in. every 
conversation I hove ever held with a Russian 
whose opinion was worth hearing, and after 
long consideration I have come to the con- 
clusion thet the iavasion of India .is not 
seriously contemplated by either Russian stites~ 
men or Russian soldiers of high rank. It 
would be roughly true to say that every Russian 
officer up to the rank of colonel believes: firmly 
that the invasion of India is possible, probable,

TITLES OF FOREIGN LAND- 
HOLDERS 1N JAPAN.

The Tokyo correspondent of the Times wrote 
at the end of Ssptember :—~ : 

' ‘The Japanesy Government, after considerable 
delay, has legislated in‘ such a manner as to 
remove all solicitude about the titles of foreign 
Yandholders in the former settlements. This 
question had: heen causing anxiety from ‘the 
time when the revised treaties went into opera- 
tion, 1t was in truth an aifair of tefminology 
only, though much greater’ importance hus 
come to be attached to-it in the eyes of tho 
foreign residents... The titles were described in 
the original ireaty ax ‘perpetual leases,” 
‘and the revisod treaty provided explicitly 
for .their ‘confirmation without sny change. 
‘That seemed quite plain and simple, nor 
was any difficulty anticipated. But when 
the new trenty.went into force the Japanese 
Government dil not find things, quite xo easy 
as had been expected In the first place,.-in 
‘order to. bring ihese titles within the purview 
of the law Courts, registration wus essential 
In Japan thercare no titledeeds. Thier place 
is taken by extries in the ‘registers. But. such 
arform of tenure as “. perpetual lease” did not 
exist under the Japanese code, a8 they stood at 
the time when the revised treaty became opera- 
tive, and consequently ‘such a form of tenwe 
could not be entered in Japaneso registers 
without specially exsbling legislation. Parlia- 
mont, however, was not sitting at the time, and 
it thus uppearel to the Government that tho 
simplest way of dealing with the matter was to 
ismean ordinsnce providiag for registration 
ag" superfici ‘a 
petnal Jeass"’. in brackets. The registers 
werp thus oped for the desired: purpose. 
But ‘the for-ign landholklsr was not at all 
satisfivd. It seemed to him that his title was 
disturbed by the new arrangement. He did 
not like the idea of “ snporlicies.”
